OTTAWA (CP)—Canada's 
firm stand against any further 
testing of atomic weapons was 
reiterated In the Commons 
Tuesday by External Affairs 
Minister Green. 

“We’re against further nu* 


dear testa, period." he said in 
a reply to CCF House Leader 
Hazen Argue. 

Mr. Argue had asked for 
the government’s attitude to¬ 
ward France's preparations 
for a nuclear blast in Africa. 
Had representations been 


made to the French govern¬ 
ment? 

Mr. Green said Canada made 
its position well known last 
fall during discussions at the 
United Nations. 

“I don’t think fhere Is any¬ 
thing further the government 
can do.’’ he added. 


Prime Minister Diefenbaker 
also told the house: 

. . If and when Canada 
does acquire nuclear weapons, 
it will be in accordance with 
our own national policies and 
with our obligations under the 
North Atlantic Treaty.” 


He was replying to a ques- ' 
tion put Friday by Opposition 
Leader Pearson, who asked fpr 
Mr. Diefenbaker * comment on 
President Eisenhower’s press 
conference suggestion last 
week that the .United States 
relax its nuclear laws to allow 
for greater sharing of Aine^- 


can atomic secrets with certain 
trusted allies. 

Mr. Diefenbaker said it al¬ 
ready is Canadian government 
policy that It Is important to 
limit “the spread of nuclear 
weapons at the Independent 
disposal of national govern¬ 
ments.” 


As for information, the Can- 
ada U.S. agreement last year 
on co-operation on the uses of 
atomic energy for mutual de¬ 
fence purposes was concerned 
mainly with Canada getting 
some restricted information 
and equipment required by tha 
armed forces.

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The ‘Hydro Hassle’ 


A SIX-MAN delegation headed by 
Lands Minister Williston has left 
for Ottawa to confer with federal 
officials on the complexities of Colum¬ 
bia power development, which Justice 
Minister Fulton proclaims to hold 
more promise for B.C. than the St. 
Lawrence Seaway had for Ontario 
and Quebec. Later this week there 
will be a Canadian-U.S. meeting to 
try to iron out the benefit sharing 
from such development and come to 
some agreement on the international 
aspects of the project. 

Meanwhile Mines Minister Kieman 
has interjected another element into 
what he not inaptly calls the "hydro 
hassle." He told the LegisJpture that 
If the Columbia-Peace RAer contro¬ 
versy continues with talk Instead of 
action natural gas may take over the 
job of supplying needed power to the 
province. He cited what will come as 
news to most people—that last year 
B.C. gas wells produced more energy 
than the total produced by hydro 
power. He pointed to recent large- 
scale gas discoveries and said that 
natural gas could “quite effectively" 
take over the job hydro is expected 
to do. 

This opens up an even wider vista 
than before about the power situa¬ 


tion. It suggests even that perhaps 
there should be no “may” about it; 
that if the cost factor is favorable 
and what he says is fact then hydro 
power could give way to natural gas 
energy. The fabulous expense inher¬ 
ent in huge dam building would seem 
needless if B.C. has gas waiting only 
to be utilized at lesser cost. It at 
least introduces a new power element 
for consideration. 

Mr. Kieman is the minister in 
charge of natural gas resources and 
he is also a member of the B.C. Power 
Commission. The latter is in the 
midst of the Columbia-Peace rivalry, 
for its own course of action depends 
on the priority given to one or other 
of these hvdro developments. If as 
indicated he believes that gas can do 
the job effectively, it is difficult to 
see how he can fail to promote this 
advocacy both with the commission 
and with the government itself. 

Certainly something more will 
have to be heard of this new aspect 
of the power situation, and there will 
be all the more eagerness for Premier 
Bennett’s return to the House. He 
will be expected to define the exact 
position and preference of the govern¬ 
ment and show, beyond contrary 
reasonable argument, which develop¬ 
ment should be pursued first. 


Mercy Denied 


YESTERDAY morning a confessed 
* murderer died on the gallows in 
Parry Sound, Ontario. A few yean 
ago the matter would not have excited 
much comment except perhaps in the 
immediate vicinity of the place where 
the execution occurred. Today it is 
of interest throughout Canada be¬ 
cause of the rarity of executions in 
recent years. In the 2 , /> years since 
the Conservative government took 
office only one convicted murderer 
in five has paid the death penalty. 
All the others have been reprieved by 
cabinet decree after the judges. In 
obedience to the Inflexible law, had 
sentenced them to hang. 

The execution in Parry Sound 
illustrates the cruelty—undoubtedly 
unintentional and possible unrecog¬ 
nized as well—which underlies the 
government’s policy of mercy. The 
condemned person in this case was 
20 years old. While it ia true that 
there was no recommendation of 
mercy from the jury—in which case 
commutation of the sentence would 
have been a virtual certainty—the 
very youth of the prisoner must have 
aroused strong expectation that his 
life would be spared.

As it is now imposi¬ 
tion of the death sentence by the 
courts has been turned into a mean¬ 
ingless formality in four instances out 
of every five;, but to the waiting 
murderer and his family there is day 
after day the horrifyinc thought that 
his case may be the fifth.

A NOTHER of the national leaders 
faces up lo a major decision this 
month.

Doubtless one 
of these days Prince Philip will be 
created Prince Consprt and when in 
turn he becomes king presumably it 
would be the prerogative of Prince 
Charles to assume his father’s name 
of Mountbatten if he so desired. 

It is interesting to note that Prince 
Philip's uncle, the Earl Mountbatten 
of Burma, is cited as having been a 
factor in creating the Mountbatten- 
W'indsor surname for future royal 
descendants. The earl has occasion¬ 
ally been mentioned by London news¬ 
papers as having an influence in the 
court circles to which by birth he 
is attached. 

Some journals have speculated 
in fact that he might have too much 
influence.

Limitations of the Military Mind 


G ENERAL Sir Brian Robertson 
had a distinguished military 
career, but he has been less success¬ 
ful as chairman of ■> 
the British Trans¬ 
port Commission, 
which is respons¬ 
ible for the opera¬ 
tion of British Rail¬ 
ways. At the mo¬ 
ment his organiza¬ 
tion is suffering 
from acute labor 
shortage, especially 
where it matters most—amongst sig¬ 
nalmen and other practical railway- 
we n. Th ey been leaving at the 
rate of some thousands a week to 
take up better-paid jobs in industry. 

Even Sir Brian agrees that rail- 
waymen are underpaid, that such in¬ 
creases as they have had have been 
less than equivalent increases in in¬ 
dustry and that their pay packet is 
very much less for very much more 
responsible Jobs. He has also agreed 
that if a report due in April recom¬ 
mends an increase of pay he will 
back-date it to January. The railway 
unions expressed a willingness to 
wait until April provided they were 
given a little on account as evidence 
of good faith. The main reason for 
the request was the action of a mili¬ 
tant minority in declaring an unoffi¬ 
cial one-day strike which the union 
was anxious to avoid. 

** * * 

So the unions and Sir Brian got 
together, and the result is that a 
general strike of railwaymen has 
been called for February 15— the first 
complete strike of railwaymen since. 
1919. apart from the general strike 
of 1926.

good, but the consequences to the na¬ 
tion as s whole are incalculable. A 
general paralysis will virtually nulli¬

ways. 

There can be no doqbt that the 
men will get their increase, and that 
if the strike materializes many val¬ 
uable railwaymen wttl go In search 
of other 'JdKTBWTWt' be~available 
when the strike Is called off. The 
loss of skilled labor has already re¬ 
duced the safety standards of the rail¬ 
ways.

The tragedy of the present situa¬ 
tion is that there Is no real disagree¬ 
ment It reflects much more the in¬ 
flexibility of the trained military mind 
to depart from “orders”—the orders 
of a literal agreement which every¬ 
one agrees Is outmoded and whlfh 
will have to be revised but because 
the order for revision has not actually 
been given, the impasse has arisen. 
Probably the most important aspect 
of the problem is the rigid inflexibil¬ 
ity of nationalized industry to cope 
with human relations, the Insistence 
of the literal letter of the law, and 
complete absence of spirit 

The situation is doubly disheart¬ 
ening because whatever the criticism 
of the National Union of Railwaymen 
it is manifest that they were doing 
their utmost to prevent irresponsible 
unofficial strikes by some of the more

Teachers’ Conventions

Is unduly reduced now. It looks like 
ten months but in fact, when Christ¬ 
mas and Easter vacations, statutory 
holidays, other holidays, teachers’ 
convention time and teachers’ meet¬

That the demands on school time 
have increased during the past two or 
three decades is obvious. Some of 
these increases are legitimate and 
seem merely to represent a tendency 
of parents to transfer their respon¬ 
sibilities to the school. However, even 
if unnecessary increases were elim¬ 
inated. there still would be an ever¬ 
growing demand on school time, if 
only because of the inexorable growth 
of collective human knowledge and of 
the requirements for being educated 
to cope with the modern world.

Traditionally railway employment 
has been secure and that security has 
minimized a less attractive wage 
scale. In a nation of full employment 
and social security benefits the ad¬ 
vantage of that traditional security 
has gone. The railways are now in 
open competition with industry for 
labor. There are better-paid Jobs 
available, and the men are taking 
them. New recruits are hard to find. 

It may be that these facta of life 
are hard to realize by an undoubtedly 
brilliant administrator used to a 
world where men cannot resign or 
take direct action without risk of 
being shot.

You plant your bar¬ 
gain, you lavish loving care on it. to 
say nothing of fertilizers and sprays, 
and wait perhaps for several years for 
the fulf glory of the blossoms to be 
revealed. It turns out to be a dud, 
and your original investment, plus all 
your work and care, has gone down 
the drain.

The emergence of Africa 
into the world of civilization 
is taking place rapidly and as 
independence Is gained the 
ensuing responsibility is often 
not quite met as the people 
are not ready for it, the 
speaker explained.

Mr. Argue had asked for 
the government's attitude to¬ 
ward France's preparations 
for a nuclear blast in Africa. 
Had representations been 


made to the French govern¬ 
ment? 

Mr. Green said Canada made 
Its position well known last 
fall during discussions at tha 
United Nations. 

“I don't think there is any¬ 
thing further the government 
can do.” he added. 


Prime Minister Diefenbaker 
also told the house: 

"... If and when Canada 
does acquire nuclear weapons, 
it will be in accordance with 
our own national policies and 
with our obligations under the 
North Atlantic Treaty." 


He was replying to a ques¬ 
tion put Friday by Opposition 
Leader Pearson, who asked for 
Mr. Dtefenbaker's comment on
